His dam, Fatima, 
bred a*so by Com Sir It »bert Birne. was got by the celebrated Bav Nedjd Arabian Sheik, 
out of M tria, bred by the late Duke of H million, at Ashton Hall, in Lancashire. Tne Duke 
of Hamilton’s Maria (see English Geniral Sud Book, edition of 1822, vol. 2*1. page 186,) was 
got by Orville, he* tlain, Lady .1 me, also bre I by the Duke of Hamilton, in 1806. was got by 
the famous Himbletouian, her dam, Bay Javelin, (also bred by the Duke), by Javelin, out of 
Young Flo* a own sister io SpnliUe, by llightlver—Javelin, Young Flora (sister to Spndille), 
a» l Spadide, were likewise bred l>y the Duke of Hamilton, ami may with propriety he 
styled his family of horses. The Duke of Hamilton was “ celebrated for stout blood; he won 
the St. L *ger no less than leven times, a circumstance quite unparalleled on the tuif, and 
ran first for it the eighth, hut the stakes were given to Lord Fitzwilliatn, his Grace’s rider 
having jostled.” Young Flora was out of Flora, by Squirrel, her dam. Angelica, by Snap— 
Regains—Bar lett’s Childers—Honey wood’s Arabian—Dam of the two True Blue’s. Muley 
(sire of D»gh*'e) is, perhaps, the best son of Orville, and out of SirT. Charles Bunbury’s 
famous inare Eleanor, by Whiskey.

TRAINING STABLES. 4 

Much has been written about breeding and the treatment of thorough-bred 
horses, but little about stables, therefore I send you my plan, and invite “ knowing 
ones” to improve it. Nothing is said of its dimensions, as that sort of thing de¬ 
pends on the number of cattle to be quartered. Of course, a dry situation should 
be selected, convenient to pure water, unless a well and spring b. placed in the 
hall, which should he large enough to clean and shew a horse to advantage in all 
weather—this hall being lighted from above, or it may have front doors. The 
stables should be separate rooms or boxes for each horse, the door of each room 
opening to the hall with a sliding pannel (small window) in the upper part—win¬ 
dows also over the doors. It is very important for stables to be well ventilated; 
the comer rooms to be appropriated for grooms, graining, saddle room. Ac.

Brood mares (particularly old mares) should be 
kept wann in winter, and there is less risk in their foaling within comfortable 
boxes than in pastures. I have not lost a mare or colt foaling in the box. but 
have lost many in the pastures and lots. T.
